The deadly machine gun being 
used by the Allies is an Ameri- 
can invention. It eamrtioin the 
brain of an Amoican army off cer, 
Gofcmel Isaac Newton Lewia. It 
was rejected in this ooontry, aft- 
er a test which was pronounced 
unsatisfactory," and adopted 
in Europe after demonstrating 
its efficiency. 

Colonel Lewis, now retired, 
was in the United States army 
for thirty years. He devised a 
rapid firing machine gun weigh- 
ing about twenty-six pounds, and 
now known as the Lewis gun. 
He offiMd it to the United Statea 
government free of eharfe,HNit 
it waa icjeetad after aeveral teats 
had been^made. Be it said, how- 
ever, to Uiehr ere^ a number of 
our army officers notably Gener- 
als Wood, Funston and Pershing, 
have all along contended that 
the Lewis gun is superior to that 
which Brigadier General Crozier 
adopted for our army. General 
Crozier preferred the Mercier or 
Hotchkiss gun, the invention of 
a Brenchman, but which the 
Fmeh did not adopt. We also 
have in the United Statea amy 
a few ^^dwrs, an EngiHah inven- 
tion which the Englirii am; doea 
not favor. 

After ita rejection by the 
United States army. Colonel Lew- 
is had hia gun patented, and is 
now receiving a royalty upon 
every one used by the Allies, j 
The United States army will also j 
use the Lewia gun in the future, 
paying its inventor the royalty 
which he ^w deman ds — a trib- 
uteto the feUy of oar araay of- 
ficersin not hiving reeegafaed 
the merit of the Lewk gon when 
it waa tendered to taem for noth- 
ing. The ^Haa are using thou- 
sands of these guns. Indeed, it 
is estimated that fifteen million 
rounds of ammunition are fired 
from them every day in the bat-

The first EngUah child bom in 
America waa delivered by the 
itork to WfliiaBi and Eleanor 
Dan, Ang. TheDftres 
had reached Boanoke less than a 
aontfa pmrioyaly with the party 
of settlers commanded by John 
Wliite, the father of Eleanor 
Dam. The infant, a girl, was 
christened Virginia. The proud 
grandfather soon found it nec- 
essary to return to England for 
supplies, leaving behind eighty- 
nine men, seventeen wom«& and 
two children, among them being 
the daughter, son-in-law and 
fcdhj Vvghda. On hie way 
iHBe White toadied at Ireland 
aad left aone potatoea which h 



took from Yiiginia— these being 
tiie first of that kind ever seen 
in Ireland. His retarn was con- 
siderably delayed, and- it was 
not till 1590, three years after 
his leaving, that White saw Roa- 
noke. He found the settlement 
ti desolation, and no trace o f th 
colony was ever found. The 
fate of Virginia Dare is conject- 
ture, bpt it is not improbable 
that she was adodpted by the 
Indians. It is believed tiiat 
many of the colonists mingled 
with the natkrea, and Uft a Jong 
time tiiereaftor familief of the 
&tteras tribe exhibited onmiiB- 
takable indications of a adarix- 
tora of European blood.

His 
had closed the trade just about one 
hour before he ended his life. His fa- 
ther, mother, brother and sisters have 
the sympathy of this community in 
this hour of sad afBiction. The re- 
mains were interred at the family bury- 
ing grounds at Lyletown, a large crowd 
of aoRowing frieods being pwasot.
